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ELABORATE PREPARATIONS BY THE
MAENNERCHOR SOCIETY.

Tomlinson Hall to Represent an 01d
Castle, with a Beautifal Park
Surrounding It.

The Maennerchor Society has completed
arrangements to give a fancy dreass carni-
val and ball, at Tomlinson Hall, on the
evening of Feb. 26, on a scale of elabora-
tion and beauty never before attempted in
such an entertalnment in this city, For
many years it has been the custom of the
dfaennerchor to give an anuual carnival for
Its members alone, but not for a decade
has [t been open to othéds than members
of the soclety. In arrunging for the coming
entertalnment It was declded to issue in-
vitations (o representative soclety people of
the city, whether or not they are members
of the Maennerchor, and to make the car-
nival a social event of such magnificence
and beauly that it would receive general
Bupport, as partaking more or less of the
character of a public enterprize, and would
become an annual entertainment.

The experience of past years has demon-
strated that if the Maennerchor were so
inclined #t could give & fancy dress ball
that would not only be enjovable, but
would be productive, as well, of consider-
able revenue to the society. Instead of
this, however, it was decided to give a
great carnlval, greater thun any ever he-
rre seen in this city,-and such as other

rge cltles have each year. The estimated
expense of carrying out the plans already
decided upon is $2.500, and It is probable
that the entire expenses will be at least
8,000 before the affair is througli  The
Maennerchor does not expect to make any
money out of the enterprise, but will be
content if the expenses are met and the
carnival such an entertalnment as they ex-
pect it to be.

The plans for the carnival make it neces-
sary for an entirely new stage to be built
in Tomlinson Hall, with the accessories of
scenery, electric lights and special de-
Blgns. The design for this and the general
plans for the decoration of the hall have
been drawn by Mr. John Rettlg, of Cincin-
nall, a famous artist, ‘'who designed such
notable productions as “Rome Under
Nero,” “The Fall of Babylon” and “Solo-
mon and the Queen of Sheba.” He was In-

Yited to come here by the Mauennerchor,
and after inspecting the hall he submitted

& minlature design as it will appear on the
night of the festivities. In a general way,
his design proposes the arrangement of the
hall so that it will represent a park, with
the palace and fmmedinte surroundings on
the stage, to which there will be two
flights of terraced marble steps, with an
fron gateway between them. Behind the
{»nlace are appropriate set scenes, anud at
he front of the stage will be a drop cur-
:&In. that Is now being painted for it. On
hé main floor the entrances to the corri-
dors will be like bowers, with
e\'erﬁens and plants, and the windows
wili draped with vines, roses and wild
smilax. In the retreats farmed by the
exits and the windows will be placed seats
for spectators, half hidden by the ever-
rl‘eenn and- plants. The front corridor
eading into the hall will be made to rep-
resent the entrance to a rk, flanked by

Ims, trees and plants, e cloak rooms
or who wear costumes will be under
the stage, and s;‘:groprlate provision will be
made for the others. Speclal refreshment
rooms will be located in varlous parts of
the building, and every other possible pro-
Vislon will be made for the comfort and
convenience of those In attendance. No
{nrnon will be admitted to the carnival un-
ess In fancy or full evening dress.

After the grand march
the dancing will begin, only those in fancy
costumes rticipati gf until  the time
comes for the removal of the masks, after
which all the invited ests will be at lib-
érty 1o take part. ere will be an or-
chestra of twenty-five pieces to furnish the
music for the dancing, and a band for the
nd march and incidental musie. A cele-
rated costumer from Cinclnnati will bhe
re with one thousand fancy costumes for
use ut the carnival.
